Concurrently with my refusal to leave my 
post at Caracgs there began to appear from 
Washington such false and misleading 
statements in our papers as Bowen has 
asked to be recalled; he wants to sever dip- 
lomatic relations with Venezuela; he ad- 
vises that a naval demonstration be made
